UNICIPAL LEAGUE BOSSES. 

It appears that certain officers of the Mu- 
nicipal League have assumed the responsibility of 
committing that organization to a political pro- 
gramme. They have placed the league in the po- 
sition of backing and actually managing the Alex- 
ander candidacy for Mayor on the recall ticket. 
They have arrogated unto themselves the function 
of bossing league. They have ignored the con- 
victions and erences of a large proportion of 
the membership, and have openly yed an asso- 
ciation of citizens of divers political views by try- 
ing to make it work as a political machine. 


re are many members of the league who do 


not believe in the recall, who are opposed to it on 
principle, and who have no sympathy with the pres- 
ent recall movement. There are numerous members 
who do not assent te.the policy of diverting the 
league from its original purpose and transformi 
it into a factional organization for the promotion 
of the ends of a self-seeking clique. These members 
pay dues and help support the organization, and 
their wishes should have had consideration. 

But a little group of bosses rode rough-shod over 
the ideas and sentiments of these members and de- 
liberately plunged the organization (which has pro- 
fessed to be non-partisan) into a bitter political 
fight. Such a course cannot fail to impair the use- 
fulness of the league and alienate many of its con- 
sistent members. It is an outrage and a prostitu- 
tion which a large number of self-respecting citi- 
zens will resent. They will not be led by the nose 
by Willard and “Our Set.” The Times believes that 
these bosses will find that they do not represent 
the members of the Municipal League as a body, 
although they may control the machinery.

AMBLING IN NEVADA. 
The Nevada 
abolition of gambling as a legalized institution. 
There are beth advocacy and opposition among 
the press and people. The believers in wide-open 
conditions advance the usual stock arguments, such 
as the amount of money it is alleged that gambling 
puts into circulation, the claim that, as a thinly- 
settled mining State, Nevada is peculiarly situated 
and needs the “sporting” element, the revenue re- 
ceived from licenses, etc. It is notable that the op- 
ponents ef the pending bil! are urging the establish- 
ment of race tracks in Nevada and a welcome to 
the gamblers who are to be driven from California. 
Nevada is one of the very few States that still 
license gambling. Step by step this system, 
operated legally in some States and Territories, and 
illegally in others through municipal action, by 
which licenses have been collected in the guise of 
fines, at fixed intervals, has fallen into disfavor. In 
Nevada it is entirely legal. The trend of public sen- 
timent all over the country is unquestionably very 
strongly against the licensing of any form of vice 
by the State. 
Not only is that true in this country, but, to a 
more or less extent, in others. In Mexico the gam- 
bling license was once quite general, now it is abol- 


_ished in many parts and restricted in others. For 


instance, less than ten years ago there was a fixed 


term each year when games ran publicly in the | 


Legislature is considering the

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State of Chihuahua on a large scale. Now this is 

almost all over the State. A few special 
concessions only may be obtained for small games 
on some festive occasion. That is the limit. In the 
city of Chihuahua there is no public gambling. The 
same condition applies in most of the Mexican 
States. In all there are restrictions as to time and 
place. It is only a few months since Sonora took 
stern action against the gaming evil. There is 
hardly a place in the Republic where abolition or 
restriction is not the rule. In Mexico City games 
have ceased, though concessions are still given for 
festivals at small surrounding towns, but this, too, 16 
being curtailed. Some observers predict that within 
ten years public gambling will be a dream of the 
past in Mexico. Sooner or later Nevada will have 
to follow suit. 

In many European countries gambling is either 
prohibited or restricted as to extent, time and 
place. The gambling-house keeper, his employés 
and hangers-on are in none too good standing any- 
where. Many of them are seeking other occupa- 
tions, seeing the handwriting on the wall. The pro- 
fessional gambier will soon be driven from every 
progressive city and State. Public sentiment will 
not tolerate him; it has had enough of him. 


HE CITY BUILDER. 

That great commercial! and civic organization, 
the Chamber of Commerce, is about to complete its 
year of usefulness to the city, and indeed to all 
Southern California. 

There are 2426 members in the organization, 
which in the year has received. from membership 
fees and dues and other sources in round numbers 
$45,000, of which nearly $30,000 has been paid out; 
there are obligations of some $5000, and there is 
a net balance in the treasury of about $10,000, the 
largest leave-over the Chamber has ever had. 

Exhibits of local products have been maintained 
at home and abroad which attract the attention of 
hundreds of thousands to this section and draw 
population and capital here. 

The Committee on Publicity reports the distribu- 


tion of 200,000 copies of printed matter, all setting 


forth the attractions of the section in various ways. 
This is good work, all well done. That has al- 
ways been the characteristic of Los Angeles’ Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Its efforts are all directed to 
the work of boosting. Embracing in its member- 
ship all classes of the people, men of all views, it 
never gets into factional fights or party squabbles. 
It has been under wise management and has never 
been drawn into, schemes to pull chestnuts out of 
the fire for any person or any clique. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce has been a peacemaker, bringing 
all interests and men of all views into a common 
meeting-place to work for the common good. 


on A MINING BUREAU. 

It is to be hoped that Congress will pass the 
bill to establish a national Bureau of Mines at 
this session. It is now before the Senate, where it 
is relentlessly opposed’ by Mr. Teller of Colorado, 
whose influence is undoubtedly increased in this 
case by the fact that he represents one of the lead- 
ing mining States, the home of the American Min- 
ing Congress, the body that has been pushing the 
proposition for years. This is a most unfortunate 
circumstance. With the motive for Mr. Teller’s 
course we are not familiar, but there is every rea- 
son to believe that he does not represent the real 
sentiment of his State or of the leading miners 
generally. 

There is no reason apparent for objecting to the 
bureau, and there are arguments enough for its 
creation. The fact that other countries, with far 
less mining interests, have such departments, is an 
argument for it. There is no suggestion that the 
bureau interfere with the conduct of business. 
It can have no such authority. Its duties 


= 


will be the gathering of statistics and their publi- 


cation to aid the prospector and miner; the inspec- 
tion of mining laws with a view to their improve- 
ment; the scientific study of mineral deposits, of 
improved methods abroad, and the spreading of the 
knowledge where it will do the most good. 
of these functions, it is true, are fulfilled by the 
Geological Survey and other departments, but if 
grouped under one head, better codperation will be 
obtained and the scope of the mining work enlarged. 

The Los Angeles Chamber of Mines has done 
what it can to forward the bill in urging action by 
Senator Flint. Other bodies interested ought to act 
without an hour's delay, although the time is now 
so limited that it will be hard to accomplish much 
before adjournment, March 4. 0

R. CAN NON's FAIRNESS. | 

There need be no surprise that Speaker Can- 
non helped pass the Knox bill meant to govern the 
shipment of intoxicating beverages from one State 
to another. This measure provides that the pack- 
age must be addressed to a bona-fide consignee and 
bear a label showing what its contents are. ~The 
aim is to prevent the overriding of State laws by 
residents of another State. It guards the States 
in their rights to prescribe as to the sale of intox- 
icants. | 

Many States are acting under State-wide prohi- 
bition laws. That is the affair of the people of 
such States. As things stand, a liquor-seller in a 
prohibition State may “get around” the State laws 
by having intoxicants shipped in from another 
State labeled in such a way as to conceal the nature 
of the contents of the package. By addressing the 
goods to a fictitious address the identity of the re- 
ceiver may be concealed. 

In no case will any person of honest impulses 
find fault with a law which seeks to make deceit 
‘and fraud difficult. If one is opposed to prohibition, 
and is fair-minded, he will not contend that prohi- 
bition laws should be made null by fraudulent prac- 
tices. Prohibition is an old contention not yet set- 
tled by any means. It must be left to local action, 
without seeking to draw the whole country into 
a straight fight. But Mr. Cannon is a fair-minded, 
clear-sighted man, and showed his sense of justice 
by his vote.

There opens today at Chicago an exhibition of 
cement products, in which plants will be repre- 
sented which stand for $350,000,000 of capital. We 
may assume that these include but a part ef the 
industry in the United States. Shall Los Angeles 
or Southern California be represented? 

It is not many years since nearly all the cement 
used in the United States was imported. The 
amount was not very large, but this Chicago exhi- 
bition indicates to what a degree the development 


has gone. 
Cement is only one form of the many into which 


the clay, rock and gravel’ industries divide ther 


selves. Clay in its various uses is more important 
than cement. Rock has unlimited possibilities. 

America is built of wood, Europe of earthen 
products. The average life of an American wooden 
structure is less than fifty years. There are 
buildings in Europe 2000 years old, made of ce- 
ment, which are as solid as when first built. 
Roman mortar made at the beginning of the Chris- 
tian era is as hard as rock today. We now make 
this mortar here in Los Angeles. 

The America of the future will be like Europe 
of today, constructed of the rock and clay deposits 
of the hills and plains. The capital above named 
as represented in Chicago is that of an infant in- 
dustry. It is in swaddling clothes. But it is a 
young Hercules, and will grow apace. We are just 
at the beginning, but progress will be surprising. 
Think of the bricks that will be laid in the streets 
of America in the next fifty years! We shall 
build cottages and bungalows of tile, and fine homes 
of clay products, from now on. ; 

California is a natural land for houses made 
clay. It is like Greece, Italy and Spain, where the 
cement house was first brought to perfection, and 
where nearly all the cities and villages are con- 
structed of these materials. 

The fire loss in our cities is so great that it wipes 
out a large portion of our annual production of 
wealth. Most of this loss will be saved when we 
learn to build houses of tiles and bricks, with ce- 
ment floors, and not enough wood in them te make 
a good fire in a furnace.

As a result of a 
bill passed by the New Mexico Legis- 
lature today, Santa Fé secures a 
school of archeology, to be established 
here by the American Institute of Ar- 
cheology.
